FINAL PASSAGE 39 ANTI-CHINESE 
B 


The Senate bill “to execute certain treaty 
stipulations relating to the Chinese,” passed 
the House yesterday without amendment. 
The vote was 177 yeas to 65 nays—more than 
two-thirds. The vote in the Senate was 29 
to 15, or one less than two-thirds. The bill 
now goes to the Executive for his approval, 
which it will undoubtedly receive. 

The most stubborn opposition to the bill 
came from the missionary societies. Certain 
wise men from the East had a good deal to 
say about “ planting the Cross of Christ in 
foreign lands,“ but they did not explain how 
this end could be promoted by admitting de- 
graded Pagan laborers to the Pacific States. 
The injunction of Christ to His disciples was, 
„Go ye into all the world, and preach the 
Gospel to every creature.“ There was noth- 
ing said about bringing all the worid to your 
own doors and preaching to them conven- 
iently from the doorsteps. There is nothing 
in the bill to prevent the sendimg of miasion- 
aries to China, and under its provisions Chi- 
nese missionaries or teachers may come to 
this country. But laborers may be excluded, 
because they do not invade the United States 
in search of religion or civilization, but de- 
spise both. . 

Such opposition to the bill as was not de- 
rived from the missionary feeling came from 
an exaggerated idea of the importance of 
our commercial relations with China. The 
Boston members cunningly mixed their busi- 
ness with their religion, and laid the whole 
stress of the arguments on these points. 
Boston still has some few remnants of trade 
with China. But the whole value of our im- 
ports and exports from and to China last 
year was less than $28,000,000, of which 83. 
800,000 only was exports. The coarsest cot- 
ton goods, coal-oil, California flour, and fire- 
arms are the principal articles of export to 
China, and we take from them of raw silk 
alone more than the entire value of all our 
exports. Our imports of tea from China are 
more than twice our exports of all kinds, 
and about nine-teaths of the imports from 
that country are admitted free of duty. It is 
not likely that China will sacrifice so valu- 
able attade, in which she gets $5 for $1, on a 
point of pride. 

The gist of the opposition to the bil! in the 
House, asin the Senate, consisted in the ar- 
gument that twenty years was not a reason- 
abie period of suspension, whereas ten years 
would be. But, as Randolph Tucker cleverly. 
said in the debate, twenty years is a reason- 
able period for the United States. Whether 
it is a reasonable period for China or not, 
the latter Empire must determine. It has 
expressly reserved the right to negotiate, if 
the law enacted by the United States shall 
seem to it to be unreasonable. The per- 
tinacity with which some of the Massachu 
setts and lowa members clung to the idea 
that ten years was an ideal number would 
have been amusing if it had not been irri- 
tating. Suspension is a relative term. Pro- 
hibition is absolute. Twenty years is not 
a long time in the life of a nation, though 
itis long to the individual. Opposition to 
the bill which was solely based on the fact 
that the period of suspension was not ten in- 
stead of twenty years was utterly incon- 
sistent. There was no argument for the ten- 
year period which could not be made for 
the twenty-year period, and no greater viola- 
tion of treaty faith in one proposition than 
in the other. Mr. Kasson himself asserted 
that the Chinese who negotiated the treaty 
expected the period of suspension to be two, 
three, or five years; but they proposed to 
make it for ten years. His position was in- 
defensible either from the standpoint of 
sound morality or of expediency. He did 
not go far enough to please the friends of the 
bill, and went too far for its Christian op- 
ponents. He finally voted against it because 
his amendments were not incorporated in it.

Farwell, Aldrich, 
Smith, and Payson voted for the Kasson 
amendment reducing the period to ten years, 
but, unlike Kasson, voted for the bill on its 
final passage when the amendment had been 
rejected. Cullen, Henderson, and Hawk 
voted against the bill consistently to the end, 
as did Orth of Indiana, Williains and Hum- 
phrey of Wisconsin, and Dunnell of Minne- 
sota. Iowa was solidly opposed to the bill 
‘first and last. 

The bili has been carefully considered both 
in the Senate and House, and debated at 
great length in the latter body. It absolutely 
forbids the immigration or importation of

MORE WALL STREET SOPHISTRY EX- 


’ POSED, 

The argument is made by one of the Wall 
street organs, the New York Tribune, that 
the issue of silver certificates by the Treas- 
ury Department is working a serious contrac- 
tion of the currency (D, and that Congress 
refuses to stop the issue of such certificates 
is said to “curiously illustrate the fact that 
few members of Congtess know what they 


are doing when they attempt to deal with 


financial questions.“ 

The theory on which this remarkable 
argument rests is to this effect: Con- 
gress in 1878, just four years ago, re- 
issue of legal silver 
dollars, since which time something like 
$100,000,000 of such dollars have been coined, 
the limit being two millions a month. De- 


| ducting the amount in physical circulation, 
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the remainder, some $70,000,000, has been de- 


keeping, and in exchange therefor there 
have been issued to the depositors Treasury 
certificates to an amotint equal to the silver 
dollars deposited, and are in circula- 
tion as money. It is argued that if this sil- 
ver, instead of being put into coin, had been 
sold in Eurape, $70,000,000 of gold would 
have been obtained for it, and that this gold 
coin would have been in circulation instead 
of the silver certificates; therefore, the issue 
of the certificates, it is claimed, keeps an 
equal amount of gold outof circulation. The 
New York Tribune appears to be oblivious 
to the fact that gold coin has a very limited 
actual cirgulation—that the great bulk of the 
gold in this country is locked upin Treasury 
and bank vaults, and it is doubtful whether 
there is as much gold coin in active circula- 
tion among the people as of silver. 

‘The second branch of the New York Trib- 
une argument is, that the use of silver certifi- 
cates, which circulate as other paper money, 
shuts out of use à corresponding amount of 
bank notes; that the expansion of bahk cir- 
culation has been prevented by the use of the 
silver notes dollar for dollar; that the silver 
notes fill a place which would have been, in 
their absence, supplied by bank notes. 
Therefore that the net result has been that 
there are in use $70,000,000 less currency than 
would be in use had there been no silver 
notes issued. The same paper says: 


Last week $719,500 in bonds held to secure cir- 
culation were withdrawn, ana the dank issues 
will be contracted to that extent, while the sil- 
ver notes, when issued, tend directiy back to 
the Treusury in payment of duties. [On the 
coutrary, they eirculate as freely among the 
people as greenbacks.}] Thisis not an intelli- 
gent mode of supplying the monetary wants of 
u great nation. hen we can have the very 
best currency possible for the asking, it is sheer 
folly to insist upoo forcing a worse form of cur- 
rency into use at great cost to ourselves. But 
for this folly, Congress is responsibie, so long as 
it neglects td suspead the coinage of silver. 


The weak sophistry of this argum ent 
transparent. The right place for the balk of 
coin, whether of silver or gold—that is, the 
surplus coin beyond the wants of the public 
and which they do not want to carry in their 
pockets—is in the Treasury, where the owner 
can obtain for it a representative check or 
note circulating as money. In the Treasury 
it remains as an unfalllng means whereby 
the check or note can be redeemed upon de- 
mand. The coin is not withdrawn from cir- 
culation; it, under the form of a coin certifi- 
cate, remains part of the currency. The 870, 
900,000 of silver in the Treasury, held there 
asa deposit to redeem the like amount of 
silver certificates outstanding and circulating 
as money, is as actively in use as money as is 
the 40,000,000 of silver dollars in the hands 
of the public. 

Al! the gold coin lying in the vaults of the 
Tréasury is held there as a security for the 
redemption of the greenbacks, and is thus in 
active use through its representative, the 
Treasury notes. The silver certificate is 
to the silver dollar deposited in the Treasury 
practically the same thing as isthe greenback 
to the gold held by the Treasury for the re- 
demption of the greenbacks. 

It is immaterial to the country so far as the 
amount of currency is concerned whether 


| the sliver bullion was sold abroad for gold 


or coined into silver dollars. In either case 
it becomes part of the general currency, 
whetherin the form of coin or coin certifi- 
cates. Leaving out of sight the fact that had 
the $110,000,000 of silver been thrown in the 
form of bullion on the English market, it 
would not perhaps have brought more than 
75 per cent of its coin value, and therefore 
its sale would have been as great a loss to 
this country as that sustained by Germany 
by her sale of silver, the exchange of-silver 
for gold would not have in the least affected 
the amount of our currency. 

The New York Zribune’s argument con- 
cerning the contraction of the bank-note cur- 
rency because of the issue of silver certifi- 
cates is equally fallacious. The National 
banks haye for many years had the unlim- 
ited. privilege of issuing as many notes as 
they pleased, subject to the provisions of the 
banking act touching security and proportion 
of notes to bonds, ete. Formerly they were 
restricted to an aggregate of $300,000,000, but 
that restriction has long since been repealed. 
Fora number of years they have been at 
liberty to increase their circuiation ad lib- 
tum. This privilege they have neglected to 
exercise to any considerable extent. Their 
total circulation has 
ereased beyond what it was when 
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posited to secure bank-note 

due to the difficulty of obtaining 

that admitted use. A bani 

city which had ou deposit $300,000 of 8 
which have been called, has surréndered all 


bank notes Is contracting and will continue 
te contract because of the difficulty of ob- 
taining suitable bonds, and not because their 
notes are crowded out of use by silver cer- 
tificates. This same reason will continue to 
operate against the banks, and it may be ex- 
pected that the bank-note currency will 
gradually but eventually diminish towards 
its legal minimum. 

Fortunately for the country, the silver 
notes are at hand to fill the deficit in the 
currency. These notes are increasing at the 
rate of one and a half millions of dollars per 
month, and are supplying the place of the re- 
tiring bank paper. It there were no such 
addition to the currency—or, in other words, 
if there were no silver dollars coined—then 
there would be a contraction in the currency. 
Instead, then, of silver coin and silver notes 
causing a contraction in the currency, they 
stand in the way of such contraction by sup- 
plying a coin-secured paper money redeem, 
able on demand. The two millions of dol- 
lars produced by the mint monthly furnishes 
a million and a half of paper, and adds a 
half-million to the supply of silver dollars 
absorbed into general use by the country. 

Though the present difficulty on the part 
of the banks to obtain bonds with which to 
secure their circulation was unforeseen, the 
wisdom of Congress in providing a coin cur- 
rency is now shown in the fact that as the 
bank-note eurrency diminishes there is an- 
other, and if possible a better, currency (be- 
ing coin or paper at the option of the holder), 
to supply that deficiency, to make good that 
contraction, and keep the country always sup- 
plied with a convertible and all-sufficient cur- 
rency. To suspend the coinage of silver or 
the issue of silver certificates would be sui- 


cidal.

others is Chicago. This city bas a perpetual 


trouble with its sewage, but bas found a partial 
solution by deepening the lilinois & Michigan 
Canal, which runs from Chicago to La Salle. so 
us to make a rrent through it from the lake 
and up the main sewer which is cailed Chicago 
River. But there is more deepening needed, 
and heoce a-pian of giving the canal to the Gen- 
eral Government, refer to the Legislature b 
tne Governor in the recent call for a speci 
session, with the talk of getting * deep-water 
communication.“ It would be a fine thing for 
Chi to ha ve the Federal Government ig 
the old ditch and dig the new one, no doubt, but 
the city and State ought to do it themselves. 


This paragraph is a confession of ignorance 
concerning the project in question, and an 
exhibition of blind prejudice of which the 
late Samuel Bowles would be heartily 
ashamed if he were alive. Indeed, the 
Springfield Republican under his manage- 
ment was not accustomed to commit itself 
to misstatement of facts as a basis fot mali- 
clous comment. 

In the first place, the completion of the Hen- 
nepin Canal cannot possibly assist in carry- 
ing off thesewage of Chicago. The proposed 
canal is to be cut from Hennepin, on the 
Illinois River, to Rock Island, on the Missis- 
sippi River. But the section which it tra- 
verses is so much higher than the bed of the 
Illinois River that the new canal would re- 
main a dry diteh if it were to depend upon 
the Illinois River for its water-supply. 
Hence the project ior a canal between Hen- 
nepin and Rock Island includes the hecessary 
provision of a thirty-five foot feeder for bring- 
ing the water from the Rock River at some 
pointin the neighborhood of Dixon. Connec- 
tion with the Lilinois River is to be made by 
locks, in the absence of which the water of 
the Hennepin Canal would flow into the IIII- 
nois River instead of the Mississippi River. 
In any case it would be physically impessi- 
ble to make the Lilinois River empty into the 
Hennepin Canal. Such of the Chicago sew- 
age as is carried off by the IIIinois & Mich- 
igan Canal empties into the Lilinois River, 
and hence cannot possibly be carried off by 
the proposed Hennepin & Rock Isiand Canal. 
The most superficial knowledge of the sit- 
uation would have saved the Springfield Re- 
publican from the egregious blunder it has 
made. 

But the line of argument adopted in the 
above extract shows that the narrow mind 
which now controls the Springfield Repub- 
lican would defeat a useful enterprise of a 
National character if it could thereby shut 
off an incidental benefit to Chicago. 

It is scarcely less ridiculous to urge as an 
argument against the construction of the 
Hennepin Canal the fact that it will be locat- 
ed “wholly within the State of Lilinois.’’ 
Millions upon millions of dollars—we can’t 
undertake to say how many hundred~—have 
been expended by the National Government 
upon the improvement of rivers and harbors, 
and in almost every instance the individual 
improvement has been wholly within the 
limits of one State. Certainly al) the money 
expended on the Kanawha River has been 
spent within the limits of West Virginia. 
The $6,000,000 of public money invested in 
the jetties at the mouth of the Mississippi 
River have been devoted to an improvement 
wholly within the State of Louisiana. All 
the money that has been put into harbor im- 
provements must have been appropriated in 
each and every instance to a project within 
some single State, for we know of no 
harbor which borders on several States, 
unless New Jersey may claim a part of 
New York Harbor. National improvements 
on the Hudson River are made within 
the State of New York, and on the Alie- 
gheny and Monongahela Rivers within the 
State of Pennsylvania. It iss not easy to 
conceive any good reason why an objection 
to the Hennepin Canal should be valid which 
is based on a condition that is found in near- 
ly all other improvements of a similar char- 
acter, 

Tue intimation that the advantages of the 
Hennepin Canal will be enjoyed wholly by 
the State of Iitinois and mainly by the City 
of Chicago is only further manifestation of 
shameful iguorance in regard te the scheme. 
Not the great State of lowa alone, which it 
is admitted may be greatly interested, but 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Dakota, Kansas, Ne- 
braska, Missouri, and all the States lying 
west of the Mississippi River, are concerned 
in the purpose of the enterprise. The. same 
is true of all the New England and Eastern 
States which sell goods west of the Missis- 
sippi. The 
that there be a link or short-cut by 


water connecting the lakes and the Mis- 
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Western producer will get @ better price for 
his grain and the Eastern manufacturer will 
get a better price for his goods, and the 
Western consumer will have more money 
with which to buy goods, by reason of a 
through competitive water route which 
shall control the through railroad rates ot 
freight. The State of IIlinols will probably 
not send but a fraction of the freight to be 
transported through the projected canal, and 
has only coequal interest with the other 
twenty States in its completion. But it 
is safe to estimate that, though the tolls 
collected on the canal may not more than 
pay the running expenses, the saving in rail- 
road freights to the people will fully equal 
every year the entire cost of the Hennepin 
Canal. | 

The reference in the above extract to the 
proposed cession of the IIlinois & Michigan 
Canal to the General Government is actuated 
by the same narrow-minded, spiteful motive 
whieh underlies the other misrepresentations, 
It is not denied that an adequate ship-canal, 
connecting the great lakes and the Missis- 
sippi, would be of vast commercial impor- 
tance. It is not denied that the [Illinois & 
Michigan Canal and the Lllinois River fur- 
nish an opportunity to provide that great 
highway at comparatively small cost. It is 
not denied that such an undertaking is essen- 
tially of a National character, or that its ben- 
efits would accrue to ali seetions of the coun- 
try in proportion to their industry and com- 
merce. But it has been left to a little snari- 
ing newspaper in Springfield, Mass,, to object 
to such an enterprise because it might inci- 
dentally benefit the great City of Chicago, 
which already contains about one-third as 
many people as the entire State of Massa- 
chusetts, and is of greater importance to the 
Union than all of that State.

‘RAISING CITY SALARIZS. 

Mayor Harrison justly denounces the ac- 
tion of the Council in exceeding the esti- 
mates of the Finance Committee in order to 
raise the salaries of certain favorit employés. 
The Mayor’s indignation in this matter re- 
flects public sentiment, which not merely 
will sustain him, but ought to extend to the 
defeat at the polis of every Alderman who 
lends his aid to the depletion of the City 
Treasury beyond its lawful resources as a 
means to reward political and personal 
friends at public expense. | 

lt is a standing misfortune and disgrdce 
that an agreement upon the annual city 
budget should immediately precede the an- 
nual election of one-half the members of the 
City Council. This eircumstance affords the 
outgoing Aldermen an opportunity to vote 
out of the City Treasury rewards for the po- 
litical services they propose to exact from 
the city employés, It is a species of bribery 
at the expense of the taxpayers. It enables 
scheming candidates for reélection to employ 
the public funds to defray illegitimate cam- 
paign expenses. 

The Mayor shows that the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Council have made up their 
estimates within a few dollars of the entire 
resources of Wie city under the 2 per cent 
limit on taxation. To the extent which the 
Council may exceed these estimates for the 
purpose of raising the salaries of their blow- 
ers and strikers it will be necessary to resort 
to the Vicious and perilous device of issuing 
scrip—a practice from which the city bas 
been rescued during the past few years by 
strict economy. It is notorious that the in- 
terests of the city are suffering for lack of 
money. We are deprived of an adequate 
poliee force because the Aldermen refuse to 
increase the license tax on hops, and 
the other resources of the co under 
the laws are not equal to the maintenance of 
an increased force, Only the other day it 
was found necessary to abandon a large 
number of street improvements which are 
greatly needed because the city had not the 
money to pay for paving the intersections. 
In the face of these conditions a number of 
unscrupulous and corrupt Aldermen pro- 
pose to grab out of the City Treasury tens of 
thousands to pay their political workers in- 
creased salaries, though not one of them 
could obtain from any outside source as 
much salary as the city is now paying him. 
It is an outrage on the public which ought 
to insure the political damnation of every 
Alderman who participates in it. 

The Mayor makes one suggestion which 
may put a check upon Aldermanic bribery of 
city empjoyés. He threatens to reduce the 
number of employés in exact proportion to 

increase of salaries which shall be made, 

d promises that the ax shall fall on the 
heads of those whose payis raised. He 
holds rightfully that lobbying with the Coun- 
cil for an increase of pay under existing con- 
ditions is a sufficient cause for removal, and 
if he shall carry out this principle there will 
be some satisfaction in feeling that the ward 
bummers selected by the Aldermanic eandi- 
dates for re@lection as the beneficiaries of 
their grab will not be permitted to realize on 
the conspiracy. The Mayor will have no 
difficulty in securing good men to fill their 
places. Warned by this notice, it may be 
that the Aldermen engaged in this business 
will restrain their scoundrelly propensities; 
if not, their chances for reélection will grow

There are more than 100,000 tenant-farmers 
in arrears in Ireland for rent which they find 
it impossible to pay; and, while this contin- 
ues, they are excluded from the benefits of 
the Land act. They got in debt during the 
years 1878 and 1879, when their crops turned 
out to be almost total failures, But they 
were bound for excessively high rents based 
on the supposition of good crops. When the 
crops were destroyed by the unpropitious 
seasons the poor tenants found themselves 
penniless and starving. The people of this 
country eame to their rescue, and saved 
multitudes from the grave by timely dona- 
tions of food and money. But meanwhile 
no rent coulda be paid, and the heartless land- 
monopolists pressed for their pound of flesn 
and began a system of wholesale evictions. 
This cruelty led to the organization of the 
great Land League, demanding land-reform 
and the right to live. Gladstone's Irish Land 
act was the answer to the demand. And, 
while it grants reduced rents, long leases, 
and property in improvements, it is only on 
condition of payment or settlement of the 
back rents which acerued by reason of the 
two crop-failure years. This is a sad defect 
in the Land bill, as Gladstone now perceives. 
The landlords refuse te make an abatement 
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Prices fall, and the only way to prevent that fall 
15 for the speculators to continue their purchases 
with borrowed capital, until, their credit being 
exhausted, their borrowing power ends, and 
this is what was witnessed on the Paris Bourse.

The plan for pooling the freight and passenger 
business was considered. There were present of 
the committee W. K. Vanderbilt, Second Vice- 
President of the New York Centrai; A. J. Cos- 
satt, First Vice-President of the Pennsylv ania; 
and George R. Bianceard, Vice-President of the 
Erie. Frank Harriott, the General Freight 
Agent of the Baltimore & Ohio, represented 
that road, and Commissioner Fink the Grand 
Trunk. It was agreed to divide the east-bound 
freight and the ager business both ways 
— a basis to be determined hereafter. pro 
ably — the percentages oft >secured by 
the diferent lines in the two kinds of trafiic in 
1881. On the freight “business it was resoived 
that tne five roads should make a combined do- 
posit of $626,000 with Commissioner Fink, and 
on the passenger business a deposit of 8303.

Complainant 
was a stockholder to the amount of 10.250 
shares in the company, and he asked for an 
accounting, and for an injuaction to prevent 
any stockholders’ meeting from being heid until 
the company established a permanent office here 
in Chicago. 

Yesterday the defendants filed their answers 
in the case in which all the material allegations 
of the bill are denied. Aceording to the story of 
the defendants the railroad company was formed 
out of the Chicago & Northern Pacific Air-Line 
Railway Company of Wisconsin and a corpora- 
tion of Lilinois of the same name, and began 
building its road in 1874. The company, how- 
ever, became largely embarrassed and finally 
stopped work, and settled with its contractors 
by giving them its bonds and stock. Negotia- 
tions were then entered into with defendant 
Schotield to Uni the road, but it is 
denied that he made any representawvons 
as to his influence or experience 
in order to get contro of the road, or that a 
majority of the Directors resigned to enable his 
friends to get in, or that be has even exerted 
atiy control except so far as he was authorized 
so to do by the management of the road. The 
Board of Directors, however, was reorganized,

The Emigrant Basiness Assuming Gi- 
gantic Proportionus—It Will Be Heavi- 
er This Year than Ever Before. 

The emigration during the next six months 
promises assume pbenomenal proportions. 
Already emigrants destined for the West and 
NorthWest arrive in great swarms. The emi- 
gration business this year bas opened a month 
earlier than usual, and the month of March 
promises to show up better than April did 
last year. The movement is particularly heavy 
from Canada to Manitoba and the Northwest 


entirely depopulated. The Michigan Central 
alone, since March 1, bas brought here over 4,000 
Canadian emigrants, and it is estimated that 
during the year no less than 50,000 Canadians 
will leave the provinces and seek homes in Man- 
itoba and the Northwest. The European emi- 
gration has also already assumed formidable 
proportions and promises to be heavier than 
ever before. Nearly all the Western and North- 
western land-grant roads have agents in Europe 
who are making the most strenuous efforts to 
get all the e they can to come to this coun- 
try.

THE MAYOR'S oe OF RIGHTEOUS 


The Mayor isin a state of exasperation over 
the outrageous conduct of the Council in in- 
creasing all the appropriations, especially those 
for salaries, the inevitable result of which will 
be to exhaust the general fund and force the 
city to resume the ruinous and expensive policy 
of issuing scrip, from which it bas just extri- 
cated itself by the rigid economy of recent 
years. In an interview with a representative of 
au evening paper yesterday he thus expressed 
himself concerning the Cowncil’s action in ig- 
nor ing the Finunce Committee's estimates and 
running up salaries: 
“I think it most unfortunate that a

decent and economic and careful of the best in- 
terests of the city, seem to be trying to make a 
record simply as pitiful aemag and con- 
temptible officeseekers. One might, perhaps, 
have some patience with them if they took 
money from their own pockets and offered it to 
their ballots for reéiection, but no 
tertain any feelings beyond those of 
contempt, and disgust for men who take 
from tne kets of the public the money 
with wh they attempt to bribe office- 
hoiders to vote for them. It is to 
be hoped that the Mayor will keep to his mind 
and will knife the whole bill wnrelentingly in 
case the force of public indignation does not 
compei the Aldermen to back down from the 
record they seem to be making for themselves. 
But of Aldermanic backdown there appears to 
be little bope.

IT HAS NOT BEEN ABANDONED. 

The statement has been made during this week 
by persons seemingly unfriendly to the propo- 
sition that the city shall establish a high-pfress- 
ure water system in the business district of Chi- 
cago, by means of which water can be forced to 
the upper floor of every business block between 
Van Buren street and the river, and an ‘enor- 
mously valuabie accessory be secured in case of 
fire, that it will be impossible to carry Out the 
plan, and that the city authorities have practi- 
cally abandoned it. Neither of these statements 
is correct. The plan is still in the hands 
of the ‘Council, whieh has ot acted 
upoa it. Theat body, or one of 
its members, called upon the Department 
ofPubiic Works for information as to the cost 
of such a gystem and its feasibility, and that in- 
formation was furnished. The Department of 
Public Works. which believed it feasible then, 
believes it feasible now. 

THE POINT MADE 
by the opponents of the high-pressure system is 
that, after the two new engines have been put 
in at the West Side pumping-worka, and after 
the enormous glucose factory at the corner of 
Taylor and Beach streets begins running, the 
tunnel will not have capacity enough to furnish 
water for the high-pressure system. These 
glucose works, they say, will consume, when in 
runoing order, 10,000,000 galions a day, and 
that amount, added to the increased supply 
pumped at the West Side Works when 
the new engines are in, will exhaust tne tunnel’s 
capacity. They say furthermore that it will be 
impossible for the city to break ite contract 
with the glucose company, because the high- 
pressure pumping-works were not contem- 
plated at the time the contract was made. As 
a matter of fact the city can shut off the giu- 
cose-works whenever it needs the water for its 
pumping-works, no matter where they may be 
located. But there is no necessity for closing 
down on the sugar-refinery.

They do not believe 
there can be any mistake about it, the chain of 
evidence being complete. About a month ago 
two men named 

MICHAEL ROOK AND JAMES TRACY 
were arrested in a saloon on Canal street, near 
Adams, for creating a disturbanve, and on be- 
ing searched at the station both were found 
with revolvers in their possession, while Tracy 
aiso had some burglars’ tools. Rock and Tracy 
were tined $50 each, and in default were sentto 
the Brideweill. 

Both men were ex-convicts, and from the 
slightest clew imagivable their connection witb 
the murder of Officer Huebner was foliowed up. 
Thia was successfully done by Officers Roban, 
Stitt, and Whelan, of the Chicago Avenue Sta- 
tion, who have had charge of the case since 
the officer was murderéd. The men have been 
taken to the seene of we murder and 
fully identified by those 2 were witnesses to 
their raid on the night of Feb. 3. Tracy is sup- 
posed to be the one who fired the shot, as he is 
the larger of the two and aleo answers the de- 
scription otherwise. 

Tracy and Kock bave done service in several 
oitentiaries. Shortly after the ure they burg- 
ized the house of Mancel Talcott, and seri- 

ously assaulted Mr. Talcott, who came upon 
them while engaged in plundermę bis premises. 
The men were arres and sentenced to the 
penitentiary for fifteen years, but. were par- 
doned out after serving a short term. 

Trach is now in the County Jail on a charge of 
burglary, while Kock is at the Chicago Avenue 
Station. The case will be brought before the 
present grand jury, and it is telieved there is 
abuudant evidence to secure their indictment.

bas favored us this week, a fact probably due to 
the prominence of the rote of Violetta. and be- 
cause it is easier to decently cast an opera with 
only three principal parts than one 
containing balf a dozen. <As Rosina and 
as 6Astrifamente Mme. Gerster has had 
comparatively littie to do, but iu La Traviata 
sbe has a part adapted to her capabilities and 
affording an adequate opportunity of displaying 
her vocal talents. in contrast with the work of 
the r artists Mme. Gerster’s impersonation 
stands clear cut and of great excelience. It 
is in truth a marvelously finished specimen of 
vocalization as weil as of real dramatic power. 
The prima donna was in good voice and by her 
daring vocal feats fairly won the triumph ac- 
corded to her. Her most brilliant work comes 
in the first act, and bere the familiar “ Libiamo,” 
the “Ab fors e lui,“ and the “Sempre libra” 
were so superbly rendered as to call forth the 
most enthusiastic applause. Mme. Gerster 
is an admirable artiste, and has not yet 
apparently reached the limit of her powers. Her 
conception of the character—which is an ex- 
ceedingly trying one—differs materially from 
that we must believe the composer bad in mind. 
And it is well that it is eo, for the part of Violelta 
if rendered as it is possible to render i would 
lose for the lost one in the first act the good- 
will so freely accorded to her in the last. Hav- 
ing no sympathy with the part it is impossible 
for Mme. Gerster to thoroughly enter into the 
spirit of it. So her action io the first act fails to 
realize the abandon and wantonness of the co- 
cot and coguet she portrays. But in the 
scene with Germont, where tenderness and seif- 
devotion are required, and in the death- 
scene, her acting is worthy of all praise. Vocaliy 
and dramatically Gerster’s Violetia places her 
in the front rank of lyric artists. Sig. Giannini 
was the Alfredo. He has a fine, strong, and rich 
natural voice, but itis deficient in schooling. 
His singing lacks feeling and expression, and his 
lower tones are especially weak. At the same 
time he is a capabie tenor, and is so far superior 
to the others in this troupe that it is pleasant to 
listen to him. The great difficulty with bim is 
ignerance of the proper methods for managing 
what nature has so generously given bim. Of 


dramatic power be does not, even unconstiously, 


betray the least symptom. The Germoat of 
Sig. Ciapini was very poor, both vocaily and 
dramatically, which was unfortunate, since 
bis part is an important one. 
His voice is weak, uncertain, and 
uneven, and withal what little voice he bas is 
affected by a constant vibrato. His Pura 
Sicome une Angelo” and Di Provenza” re- 
ceived scarcely auy recognition. The concerted 
music at the close of the third act was fairly 
well given, but we see no reason to change the 
opinion already expressed as to the weakness of 
the chorus. in every point where it should be 
strong.

Two vessels—the propeller Potomac and the 
schooner Aunſe Voight—were chartered yester- 
day for corn to Buffalo.

Dredging the River. 

The City Council bas passed an item in the 
appropriation bill now being considered by it 
appropriating $30,000 for dredging the river— 
$20,000 leas than was voted last year. The sum 
of $30,000 for dredging the river is simply ridicu- 
lous. Thirty thousand dollars will bardiy be 
sufficient to dredge the main river at points 
necessary. Hardly ang of the bridge draws will 
permit heavily laden vessels to pass except 
on one side, thus delaymg the closmg of 
the bridges for considerable lengths of 
time when vessels are approaching them from 
opposit directions. Take Wells street bridge for 
example. A hbeavily-laden vessel cannot pass 
through the south draw. It must take the north 


draw or get aground. Were the river dredged [ 


at this bridge so that both sides could be used, 
vessels oomt down th river could pass the 
south draw— roper side for them to take— 
while an up-boutid vessel would take the north 
draw, its proper side, and the many annoy! 
Jams that occur at the bridge thus avoided. 
So at Clark street, Weils street, Randolph street, 
and Madison street bridges—bridges over which 
the bvaviest travel passes, and at which polutes 
jams are most likely to ogee. One bundred 
thousand dollars are needed redge the river 
and putitin a condinon suitable for the im- 
mense boats that navigate its waters and allow 
the bridges to be quickly closed.

or canals; provided, that any surplus 
earnings of any caual may be appropriated for 
its enlurgement or axtens ion. 

The venerable Martio, of White, whose reap- 
pearance was greeted with 
MANIFESTATIONS OF DOUBTFUL APPLAUSE, 
offered a resolution declaring it to be the true 
policy of the State to retain control of the canal 
und not transfer it to the United States Govern- 
ment or afy other power or corporation. 

It went to the Committee on Canals. 

At this stage ia the proceedings the Governor's 

rivate secretury was announced, and the mem- 
vers settled back in their seats and listened to 
the reading of the Governor's message. The 
document bavi been printed, bowever, none 
of then listened very hurd, but captured the 
printed copies for perusal at their leasure. 

The several topica discussed in the message 
were referred to the appropriate committees, 
and, after providing for an attack on the Secre- 
tary of State forstationery, the House.adjourned 
until tomorrow morning at 10 o'clock. 


THE MESSAGE. 

GOV. CULLOM TO THE LEGISLATURE, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
SprinG@ririp, III., March 23.—The message of 

Gov. Cullom was as follows: 

Gentiemen of the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives: You have assembled in special ses- 
sion on an — ng — occasion. ‘ 

Our Constitution provides that the General 
Assembly shall apportion the State every ten 
years, beginning wits the year 1871, into fifty-one 
Senatorial districts, based upon the population 
as ascertained by the Federal census. Tais ap- 
portionment not baving been made by you at 
your regular session iu 1881, aud the Congres- 
sional apportionment of the State not having 
been made for the reuson that Congress had not 
passed the act fixing the number of representa- 
tives in Congress to which the State 
of unos would be entitled un- 
der the census of 1880, I have deemed it 
to be my duty, ander the eighth paragruph of 
the tifth article of the Constitution, to convene 
you, and have named the subjects for the con- 
sideration of which you are convened. The 
work of apportionment is a plain constitutional 
duty. That instrument is full and explicit as to 
the manner in which the Senatorial apportion- 
ment shall be made. 1 am confident you will 
strictly adhere, not ‘only to the letter but to the 
spirit of the Constitution in the discharge of 


duty. 
THE APPORTIONMENT 
of the State into Congressional districts is re- 
vired by the Nation! Constitution and law. 
Tue recent act of Congress ves Lilinois twenty 
Congressional Representatives, a gain of one 
over the present number. 

The same principles wich are so clearly stated 
in our State Constitution, requiring the forma- 
tion of districts of contiguous and compact ter- 
ritory, and containing, nearly as possibie, an 
equal number of inhabitants, should be observed 
by you in makine Oongressivua! districts. 

The subjects of Senatorial and Congressional 
apportionment having been before yuu durmg 
your last session, and doubtiess having been 
much considered by you since your adjourn- 
ment, I trust you will not We long in coming toa 
determivanon as to both, and in passimg such 
— in relation thereto as your wisdom may

* CANALS, 


I have asked you to provide for submitting to 
a vote of the le of the State, at the next 
genera! election, the proposition for the traus- 
fer of tne Lilinois & Michigan Canal to the 
United States. I regard this asa most impor- 
tant matter, and one in which the people ot the 
whole. cou are interested. The time has 
come, io my judgment, when it is cleariy the 
— of statusmansaip to make this canal, now 

long to our State, a great waterway, free 
to the commerce the people of the Nation 
and adequate to its requirements. It should be 
made wide and deep enuugh to contain a volume 
of water flo constantly from the lakes to 
the Mississippi River of sufficient size to fully 
answer che demands of trade fur years to come. 
lu connection with this canal and the improve- 
mentot the Lilinois River, the proposed canal 
from Hennepin, on the Lilinois River, to 
Mississippi River at or near Rock Island, should 
be constructed of such capacity us will meet the 
needs of the commerce of the great West. 

The work ts Nationa! in cbaructer and impor- 
tance, and should not be dune by Illinois alone. 
While both canals and the river are entirely 
within the territorial limite of our Common- 
weaith, yet the 

BENEFITS TO BE DERIVED 

from their construction and improvement would 
be coextensive with the Nation—vorth, south, 
east, and west. There seems to be no question, 
then, that it should be done by the National 
Government. The constitutional power to per- 
form the work, 1 think, will scurceiy be ques- 
tioned. iI feel sure that the time bas come when 
the Nation should not hesitate to undertake 
these great pubiic improvements. It was esti- 
mated by the committee of the United States 
Senate, created in 1872 to investigate the sub- 
ject of transportation routes to the seaboard, 
that the vaiue of commodities moved by the 
railroads in the year 1872 was 610,000, 000, 000. The 
amount bas douvticss been very largely in- 
ereased from year to year ever since, 

r Many years past the energics and enter- 
prise of the people have been engaged in the 
construction, equipment, and operation of rail- 
roads untilthey have spent in their construc- 
don and equipment thousands of millions of 
dollars. and have bulit in this country about 
100,000 miles of road. The roads have been of 
vast benefit, and have given new life and energy 
to the people of every part of the land: we 
could not and would not do witbout them. But, 
with these facts admitted, experience has proven 
that they must be controlled in their operation. 
Illinois is fully committed to the policy of con- 
trolling the ruilroads, and the powers exercised 
by the Legislature have been contirmed by the 
courts. However much the public welfare bas 
been served by what has been done in this direc- 
tion, experience has also proven, | think, that 

ONE OF THE MOST EFFICIENT AGENCIES 
of control is competition between the railroads 
and the lakes, rivers, and canais. Such competi- 
tion, if the waterways of the country were im- 
proved as they should be, and such canals were 
coustructed as even the most superficial ob- 
server must admit, upon an examination of the 
topogra -of country, should be built. 
would gie great addimonal protection to all 
classes of business and labor. It is shown that 
transportation of freight by water is more than 
50 per cent cheaper than by rail, and the great 
saving to the producer and consumer of the

The evil conse- 
quences of the insufficient supply of water are 
most keenly felt iu winter, and such representa- 
tions have been made to me by the authorities 
and citizensof Joliet, Lock port, and other towns, 
that have caused investigation to be made 
by the Canal Commissioners and by the 
State Board of Health, whose reports on these 
questuons will be placed before you, with sug- 
gestions as to the best means of remedying the 
evils complained of, Lt is represented to be per- 
fectiy feasible to so inerease the flow of water 
through the present canal as to make its bed 
aud borders bealthful and pure. The subject 
should réceive your immediate and careful con- 
sideration. There cana be no discussion as to the 
duty of the State to see that its own property is 
not maintained or operated in such a condition 
as puts in peril the bealth and lives of its citi- 
zens; and that such 16 the present condition, in 
winter at least, of the lilinois & Michigan Canal, 
seems to be clearly established.” 

These evils have not been so seriously felt the 
past winter on account of the copious rains and 
the absence ot ice, but any cold winter will 
bring them back if the cause is not removed. 


REVISION OF CRIMINAL JURISPRUDENCE, 

l regard it as very important that you shall 
act favorably upoo tue fourth subject named in 
my prociomation, and provide for the appoint- 
mont of a commission to revise tue criminal ju- 
risprudence of our State, with authority to re- 
port their revision to the next General As- 
sembly. Our criminal jurisprudence is certainly 
very defective. The protection and welfare of 
society are the objects of criminal law. The 
law describes such acts as are believed to be in- 
jurious to soeiety and of sufficient importance, 
and forbids them, and enforces its commands by 
punishment. It protects the innocent by pun- 
ishing the guilty. The conduct thus punished is 
classified and defined as crimes, and penalties 
are imposed propurdoned to the nature of the 
offenses. To the deftinidon of crimes in our crim- 
inal code there is no serious objection. The 
compiaint is more against the practice of the 
criminal law. While Il would not favor any sys- 
tem of laws or any practice that did not secure 
to persons charged with crime a fair and impar- 
tial trial, yet the State is not called upon to 
guard with such a jeaious eye the rights of the 
accused that the rights of law-abiding citizens 
and the peace of society are imperiled. By au 
examination of the criminal jurisprudence of 
many of the States of the Union I find that there 
is a strung tendency to a simplification of crimi- 
nal pleadings. The technical character of in- 
dictments had their origin. us Judge Lockwood 
weil expressed it,in the sanguinary nature of 
the English laws and tne unprotected condition 
of the prisoner. Advanc civilization has, 
however, been endeavoring for centuries to ap- 
portion punishmens to crime according to its in- 
trinsic atrocity and danger. 


CHANGE OF VENUE. 


I shall not at this time attempt to fully point 
out and discuss what I reward as defects in our 
criminal laws and practice, but content myseif 
with a few instances and suggestions. The law 
in relation to changes of venue should be amend- 
ed. Under the present law, the Judge in the 
trial ot a criminal cause, on an application fora 
change of venue by tne defendant, supported by 
the allidavit “of two reputabie persons of the 
county, alleging that the Judgeis prejudiced 
and that the accused cannot have a fair trial, 
the court must send the case to some other 
county or Judge. I think the absurdity of sucha 
jaw is apparent. The Judge may be en- 
tirely ignorant of the acc . or 
the crime alleged against bim, yet he 
must grant the change on the allegation of 
prejudice, with no means or opportunity to in- 
vestigate the character of the ettizens of the 
county, orto question the truth of their am- 
davits. The law in relation to the selection and 

ualification of jurors should be amended. 

‘here isa belief that the technicalities of the 
law rob justicé, and that punishment does not 
follow crime with sufficient certaiuty. Juries 
ought to be composed of intelligeut and just 
men; and how to secure them in all cases isa 
difficult problem, and the experience under our 
present law, especially in cities, shows thata 
change is imperatively demanded in the rules 
and practice governing their selection. In the 
selection of so important a tribunal all agree 
that great care shouid be taken, and their quali- 
fications should be described by statute with 
particularity and clearness. Care should aiso 
be taken that no one not qualified should be 
selected, 


CORRUPTION OF JURIES. 

The very foundation principie of judicial ad- 
ministration will be destroyed unless the jury- 
box Can be protected from incompetent and 
venal men. The lawin relation to chullenges by 
the defendant, arraigned for any crime punish- 
able by death or imprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary, should be amended. So large a number of 
peremptory challenges as is now allowed by law 
often results in excusing the men best quatitied 
for service. The fact, too, that a person called 
as a juror bas an opinion as to the guilt or ingo- 
cence of the accused should not disqualify him 
to serve in the case, if such persdn can state, on 
oath, that he will, if taken as a juror, decide the 
case on the evidence as given on the trial, and 
will impartially render a verdict in aeccord- 
ance with the law and such evidence so 
produced, and the court shall be satistied of the 
truth of such statements. The law should g@so 
be amended so as to make the jury the jud®es 
of the facts only—the Court the judge of the 
law. ithink this isthe law in nearly ail the 
States of the Union. They do not favor intrust- 
ing the jury with the decision of legal questions 
which often perplex the ablest lawyers and 
Judges whose entire lives have been given to the 
study of law. In Illinois the Court must in- 
struct the jury as to the law upplicabie to 
the points involved in the trial, but the jury 
may utterly ignore the instructions when given, 
and decide the law for themselves. 

The Constitution vests all judicial power in the 
courts, and I do not believe that the framers of 
our Constitution intended to place the decision 
of law questions in the hands of persons who 
never read a law book, I believe that the Judge 
should be required to 


WRITE HIS OWN INSTRUCTIONS, 


and give them to the jury before the argument 
to the jury commences. If this were required 
fewer mstructions would be given, they would 
state the law more accurately and cleurly, and 
would not be so likely to misiead as they too 
often do when drawn by the attorneys 
in the cause. If, however, the argu- 
ment should suggest to the Court any new poiats 
on which the Court might believe it necessary to 
give additional instructions, such additional in- 
structions shall be given after argument. I 
think the law should be amended so that in all 
criminal cases the jury should be required to 
simply find the accused guily or not guilty, and 
that the Court, in case of conviction, should tix 
the punishment ander the statute, and that be- 
fore sentence the State’s-Attorney be required 
to produce such evidence as he may have as to 
whether the defendaut has been convicted 
before, and as to his character, and that the de- 
fendant also have the right to produce any evi- 
dence on the same points; and that upon the 
verdict and upon such evidence, and the evi- 
dence produced on the trial, the Court be re- 
quired to fix the punishment. In determining 
the degree of punishment the fact that the de- 
fendant had been convicted before, and his 
character, snould be taken into consideration. 
CONTINUANCES. 

The practice governing continuances in crim- 
mul cases should be changed. The intereste of 
society demand that crime shall not only be pun- 
ished vertainly but promptly. It is too casy to 
secure a continuance under the practice of the 
criminal law in this State. Under the Generai 
Practice act applicable to civil causes, the party 
making application for a continuance shall state 
what he expects to prove by his absent wit- 
n and the other side may admit that such

The act for the establishment and mainte- 
nance ot a Normal University, approved Feb. 14,

found necessary, shall be and is appro- 
riated for the maintenance of said Normal 
niversity.” 

Since the adoption of the Constitution, which 
makes it the duty of each General Assembly to 
provide for the expenses of ali tne State insti- 
tutions, an appropriation of the interest of the 
college and seminary tund bas been made bi- 
enniaily. In 1873 and 1875 the whole fund was 
18 State Normal University. In 

87 and 1879 it wus divided between the two 
Normal Universities. At the session of 1881 bilis 
were prepared in the usual form, making appro- 
priation for the ordinary expenses of each uni- 
versity, each bill containing an appropriation of 
one-half of the interest of sem- 
a0 und. with ocher 8 for the * 
of ordinary expenses. 1 ne at u fo 
the Southera Lilinvis Normal Un versity passed 
as prepared in the matter of the appropriation 
of one-baif of the interest of the college and 
seminary fund, but in the bill for the appropria- 
tion for the State Nurmul University at Norma 
the words “in addition to the one-nalf of the in- 
terest of the college and seminary fund is hereby 
appropriated,’ were inadverteptly dropped at 
some stage, aud the bill passed without the omis- 
siou being noticed. 

I recommend that this error be, remedied by 
—5 a eee. and that the one-half of the 
nterest of the coilege and seminary fund be 
appropriated for the payment of the ordinary 
expenses of the State Normal University.

HERRINGTON’S SCHEME,

SPRINGFIELD, March 23.—Mr. Herrington's 
scheme for getting the canal question before 
the people at the next general election does not 
take well with the friends of the project for 
ceding the canai to the-General Government. 
The present section of the Constitution which 
Mr. Herrington desires to amend provides that 
the cunail shall never be sold or leased until a 
specific proposition for the sale or lease thereof 
shall have been submitted toa vote of the peo- 
ple at a general election, and approved by a ma- 
jority of the votes. Mr. Herringten wants that 
section so amended as to include the following 
words: “That the State may transfer to or 
enter iuto a compact with the United States for 
the use or improvement of said land.” That,

No such 
proposition has been made, and in 
his opinion the present Legisiature is not 
in a post ton to make it.

A Tripune reporter visited several of the 
largest public blocks the other day on a sort of 
census- tak tour in order to ascertain the 
population of the buildings during the day, and 
the results of his investigations are given here- 


with, 
Probably the largest office block in the city is 
THE METROPOLITAN BLOCK, 


situated at the northwest corner of Randolph 
and La Salle streets. It is not given over to any 
distinctive class of occupants, as many of the 
blocks are, but its population is thoroughly cus - 
mopolitan. A tenant can live almost within the’ 
precinct of its walls. He can procure his beer 
uud lunch in the basement, and can get his hair 
cut and a shave in the same piace. A good sub- 
stitute for coffee is sold on the ground floor, and 
if he needs an office boy or cierk be can step 
into the office of the F. M. C. A. Employment 
Bureau. He can take his money out of a bank 
on the first floor and turn it into grain recei 
atthe elevator offices across the hall. if his 
wife calis on him and ne desires to get rid of her, 
he can send ber up to the ladies’ grain ex- 
change with a little pocket money, where she 
can amuse herself by “ culling the turn“ on that 
deceptive cereali—w t. Or, if the tenant bas 
no wife and contempiates taking unto bimselt 
one, he can have his wedding-cards printed in 
the building. if be is snatched baidheaded after 
marriage be can procurea wig on the üfth 
floor, and if this does not satisfy him he can find 
a lawyer in the building who will obtain a di- 
voree for bim. in fact, a man could exist very 
comfortabiy without going outside of the block. 

re are 106 rooms in the building above 
the basement, and, counting tenants, office- 
boys, sub-tenants, janitors, etc., the 
population numbers about 
occupants all make a living in the building, as 
do many others who visit the offices occasionally 
to do work. TVo years ago it was found neces- 
sary to add another story to the building, and 
for five years past none of the offices have been 
vacant any length of time. These offices pay a 
wood rent, and the income from a large building 
like this is something enormous. 

THE PORTLAND BLOCK, 
at the southeast corner of Washington and La 
Salle streets, is another immense office build- 
ing. The basementis occupied by engravers, 
ete., the larger rion of the first floor 
is occupied by thoi erehants Savings, Loan & 
Trust Company, the offices above are occu- 
pied almost ewtirely by lawyers and stenog- 
raphers. About a year ago two stories were 
put on the building, and one- half of the upper 
tioor is occupied by the glub- room of tne Chi- 
ca Literary Ciub. The occupants of the 
building number about 250, and there are sixty- 
nine rooms, besides the stores in the basement. 
Bradstreet’s agency occupies the best part of 
the second floor, and a number of clerks are 
employed there. 
b THE BORDEN BLOCK, 
situated at the northeast corner of Washington 
and Dearborn streets, is another large biock de- 
voted almost entirely to lawyers. A well-patron- 
ized saloon occupies the basement, and a cigar- 
store, a sample- room. and a coal o 
the first floor. Above are seventy offices, all oc- 
cupied by tevants and sub-tenants, and the total 
numberof occupantsis about 20. This build- 
ing was erected only recently, but ail of the 
offices and stores were filled atonce wit t 
any trouble, so great is the demand for quarters. 
THE MAJOR BLOCK, 
situated at the southeast corner of Madison and 
La Salle streets, is a large building occupied by 
men representing almost every profession. On 
the upper fluor the Signal-Service Bureau shows 
the conditions of the weather, measures tue ve- 
locity of the wind, and hoists the storm-fug 
when there is danger ahead. and in the base- 
ment there are barbers, insurance-men, coal- 
dealers, etc. There are seventy-eight offices in 
the buiidmg, and the oceupaots number about 
20. They are lawyers, physicians, insurance- 
men, agents, coO.nmission- men, etc. 
THE HOWLAND BLOCK, 

on the southwest corner of Dearborn and Mon- 
rue streets, is another law block. In the base- 
ment you can vurchase a Flass ot beer; then 
you can purchase another glass of beer in an- 
other place, and you can have your clothes 
cleaned in the most approved style next door. 
Lare offices occupy the main floor, and above 
are forty offices occupied n by lawyers. 
Tue occupants of the building number about 200, 
ali told. 

These are tive of the largest office buildings in 
the city, and the total nunfber of occupants is 
about 1,300, which fact gives an idea of bow 
thickly populated these buildings are. And still 
more room is n „ The new. First National 
Bank building will furnish a number of new of- 
tices, and the of in the immense buliding 
across the alley from it are neariy all spoken for. 
It will be seen from this that Chicago's business 
is growing tast, and if it keeps on increasing 
at the present rate the limits of the business 
section of the city will surely be extended.
